GERMANY. 
The dream of a united Germany is not likely as yet 
o be accomplished, at least so far as the military are 


concerned, inasmuch as frequent disturbances take

A glaring instance of 
the prevalence of mutual ill-feeling occurred on Saturday

Some days previously a disturbance 
occurred betwecn the troops, which was, however, ended 
or the time; but on the evening mentioned the 
men renewed the quarrel, and the aspect of affairs 
became so serious that stringent measures were 
obliged to be resorted to in order to quell the dis- 
turbances. Many of the men were wounded, before 
the affray coyld be ended, and some of them were 
taken to tho military hospital. The town became 
in an uproar, and throughout the night strony 
mixed patrols of troops marched through the streets, 
which were filled by the excitedinhabitants. The next 
day the soldiers were confined to their barracks, where 
they are all ordered to remain for the present. Teo 
Austrians, two Prussians, and a Frankfort man are stil! 
lying in the hospital suffering from their wounds, 
The Bavarians on this occasion had the watch to 
keep, and were therefore not concerned in the 
tray. In addition to the above details, a correspondent 
of the National Crete says that the soldiers used 
their swords against each other, and that the efforts 
of the patrols and the voices of their officers were 
alike disregarded for some time.

MURDER IN 8 * 

An adjourned inquest on body of Mary Ann How- 
ard, late of 85, CE a so Stockport, who was found 
with her throat cut, and injuries about her head, dead 
in bed on the morning of the 5th was held on 
Tuesday, at the Grove Inn, Stockport, Mr. W. 
Johnson, coroner for the northern district of Cheshire.

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John Howard, the husband of deceased, was in. 
He is 76 of age, thin, and below the average 
height. His face is small and wrinkled. There 


are a few white locks of hair — around —_ 
which, phrenologically , seems 

in thé high moral qualities He walked briskly 
across the room, and took a seat close to 
coroner’s side, and on the evidence which he gave on 
former occasion being read over to him, he made one 
two trifling additions to it in a very low tone. 
stated he was a hand-loom weaver, and resided at 
Weaver-row, Lord-street. His wife, Mary Ann 
ard, was 56 years of age. She began to 
the ist day of September, and continued 
until the day of her death, She came 
evening before her death drunk, and began to 
the windows. Ile went for his son Peter, who was 
work at Mr. Bardsley’s mill, and on his arriv 
went to bed. His wife did not come to bed that 
The following morning be got up at 6 o’clock, aad began 
winding. While at work he heard a sort of a noise. 
He went to the front door, and then to the back door, 
but saw noone. He went to his wheel again, but the 
noise continued. He then went upstairs. In the front 
shamber the decease was lying on the bed, aid there 
was blood upon the floor. He did not go near her, but 
ran downstairs, alarmed his neighbours, and fetched 
his son, When he got up his wife might have been 
ying by his side, but he did not see her; his eyesight 
was not good. He could not put on his coat by himeelf, 
but that morning he asked a girl he saw in the streetto 
uelp him with is, 

Mrs. Robinson, wife of John Robinson, labourer, was 
next called, and the evidence she gave on a former o- 
cavion was read over to her. Thee corroborated 
the ol! man’s statement respecting the drunkenness of 
iis wife on the evening preceding her death. The 
jeceased was knocking at both front and back door 
for some time before she was admitted. Then when 
she gained admission she turned her daughter 
Priscila out, and the girl sat down upon the door step. 
Che following morning she was alarmed by hearing the 
dJeceased’s son say he believed his mother had cut her 
sbroat. On going to the house she saw the old man 
to nding under the window, with the wheel of his winding 
uachine in his hand. The deceased was lying on the 
bed with her hands towards the floor; there was a large 
pool of blood on the floor immediately under deceased’s 
head, and in the blood a knite was lying. The knife 
lay in such a position as would lead the looker-on to 
think it had fallen from the hand of the deceased. 
[The witness then gave the following additional evi- 
dence:—While she was in the room the old man 
came up stairs. She asked him whether he had 
seen his wife. He replied that he had seen the blood. 
Va looking intently at him, she observed some b oud 
upon his face, and, putting her hand upon his shoulder, 
she told him to go down stairs and wash himeeil. 
Ue said, “Why? Is anything on my face?” And 
then he said, ‘‘She smacked me on my face, lsat night, 
with her bloody hand, atter she had broken the W- 
dows.” Olive Bower and Samuel Harrison were stand 
ing close to witness at the time she saw and spoke te 
dJeceased’s husband. The front part of the old man’s 
lace was sprinkled very mach with blood, On telling 
him to go down and wash himself, he went immediately 
aod hurriedly, Witness followed him, and saw him 
standing at the sink stone. He was washing his hands 
at the time; he was rubbing the back of his lett hand 
particularly, but witness bad not noticed anything 
upon his hands, During the past six mouths he hac 
Men told her that he was afraid deceased would murder 
him. He had not been in bed, he told witness, for three 
uights, on account ot the drunkenness of the i
